Incensed city critic James 
Rarey has fired off a letter to 
Mayor William Oakley request¬ 
ing actions against attorney 
Barry Seifman and/or city 
clerk’s department official

In a private conversation 
Rarey said he would be check¬ 
ing with the area FBI office for 
possible action on the viola¬ 
tion of his constitutional 
rights. 

This marked the second 
time in successive council ses¬ 
sions that Rarey was denied 
the right of speaking as a peti¬ 
tioner. The first time (July 8) 
Rarey was told his request 
came in too late, although 
other late petitioners have 
been added to the night’s

Having lost its chance for a 
zoning change before the City 
Council, the In-Balance (alter¬ 
nate health) facility on God¬ 
dard Avenue returned to the 
city Planning Commission 
Tuesday night to ask instead 
for a special use request. 

The special use request if 
approved by the City Council 
on Aug. 5 will allow center 
owner Geraldine Torres to en¬ 
large the alternate health fa¬ 
cility this year, barring any 
time limitations placed on the 
request by the Planning Com¬ 
mission or council. 

The City Council on July 22 
failed to provide the fifth vote 
needed to support the Com¬ 
mercial 2 zoning request by 
Torres, with Council members 
William Wadsworth, Randolph 
Gear and Deborah Romak vot- 


agenda in the past years. 

At the July 8 meeting how¬ 
ever, Rarey was permitted to 
speak for six minutes (twice 
the normal rate) during the 
discussion portion of the coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

In his letter to Oakley, 
Rarey explained he filled out 
an agenda request on July 15th 
for the July 22nd meeting. 

Three days later Rarey 
checked with the City Clerk’s 
office and found that he was 
not listed as a petitioner, his 
letter explained. 

Rarey said he asked City 
Clerk Linda Choate why he 
was eliminated as a petitioner 
and Choate said she would 
check it out 

After not hearing any re¬ 
sponse for several minutes, 
Rarey said, he investigated 
and found Choate and Her¬ 
menau standing near the city’s 
fax machine. They claimed 


ing against the zoning switch. 

Several of the opposing 
council members said they 
were not attempting to block 
In-Balance’s planned growth, 
but would support such a re¬ 
quest under a Office-1 zoned 
special use bid. 

Gear in fact denied “any 
rumor that we (council mem¬ 
bers) are trying to close you 
down” and Wadsworth said 
“we have no intention of put¬ 
ting you through the wringer.” 

Other Council members 
Michael Prybyla and Mary Col¬ 
lins revealed they were sympa¬ 
thetic with a citizen petition 
opposing the zoning change 
that was given to the elected 
officials, but felt they wanted 
to support commercial up¬ 
grades within the city-- 
particularly on Goddard road 
which is in line for a major up¬ 
grading soon. 

Veteran Councilman Jim- 


they were waiting for a com¬ 
munication from Seifman, 
Rarey explained. 

Rarey reminded Oakley that 
he then in turn walked up¬ 
stairs to the Mayor’s office to 
report the incident, and “lis¬ 
tened as you chastened Choate 
for unauthorized contacts with 
attorneys on the part of her 
staff.” 

The following day Rarey 
said he asked for a copy of 
Seifman’s communication and 
was denied that because it re¬ 
portedly was labeled “confi¬ 
dential regarding ongoing 
litigation” and was not subject 
to the Freedom of Information 
requests.” 

Rarey called the recent ac¬ 
tions “intolerable” and 
claimed they violated his con¬ 
stitutional rights and were 
“clearly an act of intimidation

mie Raspberry took the zoning 
change opponents to task by 
saying such negativism is the 
cause of Romulus’ lack of busi¬ 
ness growth. 

Such action makes Romulus 
look like it is standing still, 
while cities around it are con¬ 
stantly growing, Raspberry 
said. 

Councilman William Crova 
also pushed for the zoning 
change since Goddard road is 
already a “mixed (zoning) use” 
roadway and received the 
unanimous backing of the 
Planning Commission.

The Michigan Court of Ap¬ 
peals has given Environmental 
Disposal Systems its first ma¬ 
jor court victory in it’s battle to 
create and operate commer¬ 
cial environmental disposal 
wells within the city of Ro¬ 
mulus. 

Prior to the decision an¬ 
nounced Monday morning, all 
the local zoning and Circuit 
Court rulings have come down 
backing the city’s position that 
the property owned by John 
Ryznar of Romulus was not 
zoned properly for such a well 
operation. 

Austin Marshall, EDS vice 
president, said “this ruling al¬ 
lows us to pursue state permits 
for hazardous waste storage on 
the Northline property. The in¬ 
junction previously ordered by 
Circuit Court Judge Claudia 
Morcum blocked us firom seek¬ 
ing state permits to build and 
operate such a well storage fa¬ 
cility.” 

Thus Marshall said “EDS 
will within 30 days submit its 
application for two hazardous 
waste storage wells on a 15 
acre site off Citrin drive. 

“Then later this year we will 
seek similar hazardous waste 
well operations on the North¬ 
line property,” Marshall said. 

An elated EDS President 
Douglas Wicklund declared 
“this is a great victory for us. 
We have been in court for two 
and a half years and this is 
very significant 

“We fully expect that this is 
a signal of things to come,” 
Wicklund said. 

In a phone conversation, 
Wicklund added “I can also 
say that the $500,000 royalty of¬ 
fer is no longer on the negotiat¬ 
ing table.” 

Early in EDS’ efforts to get 
Romulus to agree to such a 
deepwell project being lo¬ 
cated here, EDS had offered to 
provide the city with a $500,000 


annual royalty. 

But Wicklund had warned if 
the battle continued in the 
courts, EDS reserved the right 
to remove such an offer, which 
he did Monday. 

The deepwell project has 
spawned years of angry debate 
both in and out of City Hall. It 
has cost both sides in excess of 
$600,000 to battle for its posi¬ 
tions before the city’s Zoning 
Board of Appeals and the Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

Marshall personally visited 
Romulus Mayor William 
Oakley about 10 a.m. Monday 
to make him aware of the ap¬ 
peals court decision. 

Oakley said on Tuesday he 
has been informed by city law¬ 
yers that (via the ruling) EDS 
will be allowed to use informa¬ 
tion it gained in digging the 
deepwell in Romulus during 
its application hearing. 

“I’ve been advised that the 
appeals court ruling won’t 
make a lot of difference in the 
final outcome, but I think that 
it was a fair ruling.” 

Oakley admitted telling 
council members at a study 
session Monday night of the 
ruling. 

Attorney Barry Seifman re¬ 
vealed Tuesday morning that 
he had not received a copy of 
the appeals court decision, but 
did not think it would seri¬ 
ously impact the substantive 
issues in the case. 

State Rep. Gregory Pitoniak 
when informed of the appeals 
court decision said he didn’t 
think it was a major factor in 
the long term decision on in¬ 
jection wells in Romulus. 

“EDS still has to go through 
an intense state hazardous 
waste series of hearings and 
scrutiny and that will provide 
the final outcome,” Pitoniak 
said. 

Pitoniak co-sponsored a 
hazardous deepwell bill that 
was approved by the Michigan 
legislature that makes the 
deepwell application process 
much stricter.

Preparing your child for school 
is one of the most important steps 
you can take as a parent, and 
making sure your child receives the 
correct vaccinations is a vital part 
of that process.

Public school systems today 
require school-aged children to 
receive four major vaccinations 
before enrollment: DPT, Hib, 

Polio, and MMR. The DPT vacci¬ 
nation immunizes children from 
three different sicknesses, Diphthe¬ 
ria, Tetanus, and Pertussis or 
Whooping Cough.

The immediate goal, however, is 
prevention of disease. Timeliness is 
an important part of accomplishing 
these goals, and parents and 
professionals should make 
immunization a high priority in the

care of 

infants, children, 
and adolescents. 

The Hepatitis B, DPT, Hib, and 
Polio vaccinations all require 
multiple shots between the ages of 
two months and a year and a half. 

The Hepatitis B vaccination is an 
exception. It can be given starting at 
birth until a child is 18 months old, 
but adolescents who have not 
previously received the recom¬ 
mended three doses of the vaccine 
can complete the series between the 
ages of 11 and 12 years old. 

Although most children have no 
side effects, there is a possibility 
that skin rashes, irritability, and mild 
fevers may develop as a result of 
vaccination. These symptoms will 
last only one to two days after the 
DPT and Hib vaccinations. However, 
children may experience side effects 
for seven to 14 days after receiving 
MMR shots, so it’s a good idea to get 
your child’s vaccinations completed a 
few weeks before school starts.

Travelers using Detroit 
Metro Airport in Romulus 
should plan to arrive two and a 
half hours early for interna¬ 
tional flights and one and a 
half hours early for domestic 
flights. 

Metro Airport spokesperson 
Michael Conway revealed new 
security measures will surely 
lengthen various checkpoints 
as passengers arrive to board 
planes at the airport. 

Conway said the heightened 
security levels were an¬ 
nounced late last week as a re¬ 
sult of the downing of TWA 
Flight 800 off of Long Island, 
N.Y. 


Among the visible checks 
will be upgraded screenings of 
international flight passengers 
and more intensive examina¬ 
tions of baggage on both do¬ 
mestic and foreign flights. 

Additional classified checks 
also will take place at the air¬ 
port, Conway explained. 

FAA spokesman Don 
Zochert said the new security 
measures have been imple¬ 
mented by both domestic and 
foreign airlines. 

“Passengers should expect 
additional delays because of 
more travel bags being opened 
and inspected,” Zochert said. 

To cut down on the delays, 
Zochert urges that travelers, 
clearly label luggage and be 
prepared to answer questions

about their luggage and have 
photo identification available. 

“The U.S. has been in a 
heightened state of security at 
airports since last August,” he 
said. The FAA has made sev¬ 
eral major security improve¬ 
ments since 1988, including 
improving the flow of intil- 
ligence information between 
the FAA and the airline indus¬ 
try. 

The one question left un¬ 
answered was what pas¬ 


sengers will do to entertain 
themselves and their children 
during the longer waiting pe¬ 
riods. 

Area residents who were 
questioned about their reac¬ 
tion to tighter security at 
Metro Airport, supported 
stepped-up security to protect 
the lives of the flying public. 

Flat Rock resident Rina Pi- 
atpri said she welcomes 
tighter security at Metro Air¬ 
port. 


She said she has flown to 
Brazil and Italy and has expe¬ 
rienced dealing with much 
stricter security in those 
places. Additional security 
and a longer wait at the airport 
would not deter her from fly¬ 
ing. 

“I think it’s an excellent 
idea to tighten security,” said 
Debra Stevens of Carleton. “If 
it will make flying safer, I 
wouldn’t be bothered at all by 
a longer wait.” 

Linda Bilanski of Belleville 
agrees that stepped-up secu¬ 
rity is a good idea. 

“I’ll put up with inconve¬ 
nience for safety,” said Mike 
Quintana of Westland. “As long 
as we can be sure that we’ll be 
safe, we won’t mind the extra

Video arraignments begin

Video arraignments of ac¬ 
cused lawbreakers began last 
week as 34th District Court 
judges handled initial cases 
from Van Buren Township Po¬ 
lice. 

The trio of judges, Tina 
Brooks Green, Henry 
Zaborowski and William 
Szlinis, also provided a dem¬ 
onstration of the procedures 
(minus the accused) for local 
police officials and the press 
last Thursday. 

The police officials at¬ 
tended their monthly lun¬ 
cheon with the judges in 
Zaborowski’s courtroom and 
then viewed a video demon¬ 
stration with the only one of 
the five police departments 
fully operational at this time. 

A pair of arraignments were 
conducted that morning with 
Van Buren Police officials and 
defendants. The total elapsed 


time for the two cases was less 
than 10 minutes. 

That will lead to a massive 
amount of time savings each 
week, local police representa¬ 
tives agreed, as it will end a lot 
of police travel and “down¬ 
time” spent at the 34th District 
Court. 

“Downtime” is listed as the 
period local law enforcement 
officials spend in the court¬ 
house awaiting their cases to 
be called. 

Video arraignments also are 
being termed as “health- 
safety” actions, as not having 
to transport the defendants 
from police stations in Ro¬ 
mulus, Belleville, Van Buren, 
Sumpter and Huron Towns¬ 
hips eliminates possible traf¬ 
fic and other injuries, Green 
stated. 

During last Thursday’s dem¬ 
onstration, the video system in 
Zaborowski’s courtroom was 
activated with a police official 
in Van Buren and Assistant 
Wayne County Prosecutor Ray 
Walsh in Detroit 


Onlookers expressed 
thankfulness that both the 
video reproductions and voice 
quality on both ends were 
sharp. 

Romulus Lt. Eric Painter 
said it probably would be mid- 
August, before Romulus police 
were fully hooked into the sys¬ 
tem. The city’s financial ar¬ 
rangement for the video 
system was approved at the 
July 22 City Council meeting. 

No definite time was listed 
for the video ties to begin in 
Belleville, Sumpter and Huron 
Townships. 

Green acknowledged some 
“bugs” and time schedules will 
need to be worked out once all 
five law enforcement bodies 
are on line. But “we probably 
will work cin some similar time 
schedules as in the past,” 
Green said. 

“Thus police departments 
will need to call the court each 
morning they expect arraign¬ 
ments and it undoubtedly will 
be the first to call will be first 
served,” she said.

Our 
baptism of fire was immediate 
and intense. Unlike the divi¬ 
sions who had weeks and 
months of orientation in the 
European Theatre before be¬ 
ing committed to combat, the 
Trailblazers faced their great¬ 
est challenge immediately.” 

Arnold concluded his arti¬ 
cle by saying “When the 70th’s 
colors are finally cased and 
the Trailblazers become a tiny 
footnote in history, we can be 
sure that the memory of the di¬ 
vision will remain alive, not 
only in the generation that 
served under the axe-head in¬ 
signia, but in their decendants 
too.” 

During World War II it was 
reported the 70th Division sus¬ 
tained 3,919 battle casualties 
and 755 men who were killed 
in action.

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Zub seeks win 
over Pitoniak

Former Taylor Mayor Do¬ 
nald Zub, who is complaining 
that the Democratic Party is 
growing out of touch with the 
public, is pressing a grassroots 
campaign in challenging in¬ 
cumbent 22nd State Represen¬ 
tative Gregory Pitoniak.

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Coalition protests incinerator 
expansion by Central Wayne 


A coalition of environmen¬ 
tal, church and civic groups 
peacefully protested the con 
tinued operation and the pro¬ 
posed expansion of the 
Central Wayne incinerator re¬ 
cently. 

About 40 pickets partici¬ 
pated. 

“Our purpose was to build 
momentum,” said Ed McArdle, 
a spokesman for the Wayne 
Chapter of the Sierra Club, no¬ 
ting that momentum is needed 
to fuel the coalition’s anti¬ 
incinerator petition drive. 

McArdle said the group 
seeks, at the very least, to con¬ 
vince the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency to declare 
the expansion a new facility. 
That would require the incin¬ 
erator to operate under stric¬ 
ter emission standards. Less 
mercury, dioxin, and other air¬ 
borne pollutants would be al- 
lowed to escape the 
smokestacks than are cur¬ 
rently allowed. 

At the most, McArdle would 
like Wayne County and the 
state’s Department of Environ 
mental Quality to deny the fa- 
cility’s request for the 
necessary construction per¬ 
mits. 

The Central Wayne Incin¬ 
erator, which is located at Ink¬ 
ster and Annapolis roads in 
Dearborn Heights, burns resi¬ 
dential garbage from five 
member communities: Dear¬ 
born Heights, Westland, Inks¬ 
ter, Garden City and Wayne, 
i “The facility can’t find 
enough garbage to keep two 
furnaces burning five days a 


week, yet the proposal calls for 
doubling their capacity and in¬ 
stalling a waste to energy facil¬ 
ity,” said McArdle. 

The five communities have 
signed a 35-year contract with 
incinerator operators Constel¬ 
lation Energy, a subsidiary of 
Baltimore Gas & Electric, 
which intends to use the burn¬ 
ing garbage to generate en¬ 
ergy. 

The coalition considers the 
incinerator a “wasted energy” 
project since it would save 
only a fraction of the energy 
that a comprehensive recyc¬ 
ling program would, McArdle 
said. 

A recent study pointed to 
this incinerator as the second 
largest contributor of dioxins 
to the five Great Lakes, he con 
tinued. Dioxins not only cause 
cancer but are linked to nu¬ 
merous immune and repro¬ 
ductive system problems. 

In contrast, officials from 
Inkster, Wayne, and Westland 
previously said that incinera¬ 
tion is the safest and most 
environment-friendly way to 
dispose of waste. 

McArdle further said that 
the plant emits about 13 per¬ 
cent of all airborne mercury in 
the state. He said mercury is a 
neurological toxin and is pre¬ 
sent in all fish in Michigan. 

The Sierra Club spokesman 
said the plant gives off heavy 
metals such as lead, cadmium 
and chromium; acid gases such 
as hydrochloric acid, sulfur di¬ 
oxide, nitrogen oxides, carbon 
monoxide and breathable par¬ 
ticulates. 


Melee in park 
quelled by police

Romulus Police Officer Do¬ 
nald Leonard, who saw a large 
fight between numerous party 
goers, called for the extra po¬ 
lice help. 

Police called off the party at 
7:50 p.m. Sunday even though 
it was slated to continue until 
about 10 p.m. 

The early cancellation was 
caused by a lack of official se¬ 
curity personnel by the Inkster 
organization that produced the 
social outing, Painter said.

“Although the new pollu¬ 
tion controls mandated by the 
EPA should reduce many of 
these emissions, there will be 
an increase in others,” McAr¬ 
dle said. “Even if the new con¬ 
trols work as advertised, the 
pollutants will be captured in 
the ash. The ash contains 
heavy metals, dioxins and 
toxic organic chemicals that 
are dumped at the Huron 
Quarry monofil in Huron 
Township, which is two-thirds 
below the water table. The 
treated leachate is discharged 
into the Huron River, just 
above the dam in Flat Rock.” 

While Constellation Energy 
will control the operation of 
the incinerator and sell the en¬ 
ergy, the five communities will 
be responsible for the toxic 
ash, he said. 

“The coalition wants the 
Central Wayne Authority to 
initiate a comprehensive re¬ 
cycling program, landfill what 
can’t be recycled and close the 
incinerator down and to save 
money and the health of the 
people,” McArdle said.

“Children doesn’t seem to 
be an appropriate name for 
adult offsprings,” said Schiff, 
“so I invented the word, 
chadults, which means the 
adult child of a living parent.” 

whiff notes that not only is 
the U.S. population rapidly 
aging, but it is behind only In¬ 
dia and China in the number 
of people older than 65. Today, 
a person reaching the age of 
100 is no longer a rarity as it 
was just a few decades ago. 

“People are living longer. 
We hear about daughters who 
are 70 taking care of their 90- 
year-old mothers,” the author 
said. 

This longer life span trans¬ 
lates into an increasing nu¬ 
mber of Baby Bloomers taking 
on the challenge of caring for 
their elderly parents and 
struggling to create a balance 
between their independent 
adult lives and the relation¬ 
ship they have with their aging 
parents. 

“What we need to do is to 
begin, to address these prob¬ 
lems before there is a crisis,” 
Schiff said. “Ideally, we would 
discuss our future plans to 
care for our parents with our 
marriage partner just as we 
discuss where we will live, 
how many children we will 
have and our career plans.” 

Schiff said chadults should 
make plans on how much sup¬ 
port they will give their par¬ 
ents -- financially and 
emotionally -- when the need 
arises, and how they will deal 
with their parents if they be¬ 
come incapacitated and un¬ 
able to care for themselves. 

The author admits that it is 
not likely that many people 
will take that approach. In¬ 
stead, they will wait for a crisis 
to make the necessary deci¬ 
sions -- ones that Schiff be¬ 
lieves would be easier and less 
traumatic if made earlier with¬ 
out the pressure of the crisis. 

“People tend to wait too 
long. We are in a national de¬ 
nial. No one faces reality until 
mom has a stroke and the hos¬ 
pital staff tells the family that 
they must find a place for her 
when she is released,” Schiff 
said. “When couples make 
their vows to love each other 
in sickness and in health, they 
should say ‘health of the fam¬ 
ily.’ The health of one member 
of the family affects all.” 

One of the problems that af¬ 
fects the relationship between 
chadults and their elderly par¬ 
ents is resentment from the 
past. 

“None of us lived a Beaver 
Cleaver life. It is common for 
chadults to have some resent¬ 
ment because they believe an¬ 
other child as more favored or 
that their parents did or didn’t 
do something that they feel 
was important,” Schiff said. 

Schiff tells adult children to 
resolve their past problems by 
writing a forgiveness list. 

“Write down all of the an¬ 
noyances that you remember 
about your childhood and then 
put the list away. Take it out 
after a few days and give it a 
good, long look. Then start

Author writes from experience 


When Harriet Sarnoff SchifPs son died in 1968 at the age of 
10, she visited her local library to find a book to help her cope 
with the unique grief of losing a child, but there were no 
books on the subject. 

She was prompted to write, The Bereaved Parent, which is 
now in its 25th printing, and later to write Living Through 
Mourning, both available through Penguin. 

During her work as a corporate admissions coordinator, 
Schiff worked with nursing home staff members, social 
workers and children of residents. As she observed the prob¬ 
lems that adult children have in coping with their elderly 
parents, she responded with her third book, How Did I Become 
My Parent’s Parent, a practical, common sense guide to caring 
for aging relatives. 

The Birmingham resident has appeared on Donahue, Today 
and numerous other talk shows to discuss her books. 


scratching off items on the list. 
You’ll find that you have less 
resentment and can be more 
supportive,” Schiff said. “Next, 
write a thank you list for all of 
the things your parents did for 
you, beginning with giving you 
life.” 

Schiff noted that in our mo¬ 
bile society, often chadults live 
far away from their parents, 
leaving only one sibling at 
home or in close proximity to 
the aging parents. 

“This brings me to Harriet’s 
11th commandment -- Thou 
shalt not fly in from California 
and criticize Jane’s decisions 
when you have not been there 
to support her,” Schiff said. 
“Caregivers are rarely ac¬ 
knowledged. Instead of criti¬ 
cism, call Jane and thank her.” 

Schiff suggests that families 
have a meeting to discuss how 
they will deal with the prob¬ 
lems of their elderly parents, 
including the parents in the 
discussion. 

“It would be insulting not to 
include the parent in this. It 
would make the parent feel 
that the children are making 
decisions behind his or her 
back,” she said. “It-also would 


be a good idea to include a so¬ 
cial worker and to tape the 
meeting so there would be no 
misunderstandings later. 

If there is a decision made 
to place a parent in a nursing 
home, family members should 
visit with the administrator, di¬ 
rector of nursing and director 
of admissions in several sites 
before a decision is made. 
Some of the visits should be 
made without prior notifica¬ 
tion, Schiff said. 

“Chadults have a mora' 
commitment to visit their par¬ 
ent as often in a nursing home 
as they visited in his or her 
own home,” Schiff said. 

How Did 1 Become My Paren’s 
Parent? deals with the emo¬ 
tional issues surrounding the 
practical questions faced by 
adult children, including how 
and when to intervene and 
who should do it

While Republicans Jim 
Nicholson and Ronna 
Romney battle for a 
chance to oppose Senator 
Carl Levin in the Novem¬ 
ber general election, and 
Republican Joe Fitzsim¬ 
mons and Democrat in¬ 
cumbent Lynn Rivers 
wage war against each other in preparation for the 
November showdown, local races are relatively quiet. 

Canton Township has an unopposed slate of Repub¬ 
lican candidates, headed by Supervisor Thomas Yack, 
and no local propositions. The ho-hum August prima¬ 
ry will be a preview of the incumbents’ shoo-in in No¬ 
vember. While we support the incumbents, we are 
concerned that no challengers have stepped forward 
to provide the voters with a choice. 

Improved police and emergency medical services 
is on he ballot in Westland. The 1.5 mill increase has 
the support of Mayor Robert Thomas and several 
councilmembers, but former council president Tom 
Brown and ex-councilman Kenneth Mehl have pub¬ 
licly denounced the increase. If approved, the mill- 
age will raise $11 million over six years, provide the 
Advanced Life Support (ALS) program for the fire 
department and expand upon a community policing 
program that’s pilot has been hugely successful in the 
Norwayne neighborhood. 

We believe the millage should be approved. ALS 
will allow paramedic-trained firefighters to perform 
lifesaving medical procedures at the accident scene, 
before a patient is rushed to a hospital. Currently, the 
fire department has neither the training nor the 
equipment to administer these procedures. The com¬ 
munity policing program will assign full-time police 
officers to specific neighborhoods . By doing this, the 
officers will get to know the leaders and residents of 
the neighborhood and thus be able to prevent crime 
before it happens. 

Brown and Mehl claim the services can be added 
by using surplus funds available within the budget 
and TIFA fund. They claim a “no” vote will not limit 
services, but will make our lawmakers more account¬ 
able to us and force them to use current tax monies to 
provide the public safety services requested. If that is 
the case, why hasn’t it already been done? If public 
safety is a primary concern, we suggest Westland vot¬ 
ers give their support to this millage proposal. 

In Sumpter Township, Democrats, led by Marvin 
Banotai, supervisor; Helen Teall, clerk, and John 
Morgan, treasurer, have illustrated that they can pro¬ 
vide strong leadership for the township and should 
be returned to office. We support incumbents Ignace 
(Barney) Ban, Arness Cox and Barbara Dudek plus 
community activist Linton Bruce Macklin for the 
trustees’ positions. 

We also urge Sumpter Township voter to support 
the 1/4 mill, or 25 cents,per $1,000 of equalized prop¬ 
erty value to support the local share of the Fred C. 
Fischer Library. 

The primary race has heated up somewhat in Van 
Buren Township. The Republican slate, dubbed the 
Van Buren Action Team, is ready to do battle with the 
Democrats in November. Former treasurer and re¬ 
spected community leader Helen Foster heads the 
Foster Team, which includes incumbent Clerk Cindy 
King and trustees Walter Rochowiak and Donna 
Clark, all of whom we heartily endorse. They have 
helped to pave the way for positive economic growth 
in the township and have mapped out clear goals for 
the future prosperity. For the other two trustee posts, 
we endorse community activist Robert O’Keefe, who 
volunteered countless hours of time to promoting 
township activities and fund raising efforts for the 
Public Safety Department, and John Herman, who 
has also been involved in positive programs for the 
township. 

In Inkster, residents must decide whether to sup¬ 
port a 5.5 mill city tax to pay for the $24.1 million com¬ 
bined sewer overflow retention basin. It, no doubt, 
will be a difficult decision for Inkster voters to make, 
but with no viable alternative in sight, we recommend 
a “yes” vote. If the voters reject the millage proposal, 
property owners will pay 70 percent more on their 
sewer and water bills to pay for the CSO basin. 

In the 18th House of Representative, Republicans 
Dennis L. LeMaitre and Michael Kovak are engaged 
in a spirited primary to earn the right to face Democ¬ 
ratic incumbent Eileen DeHart. In her first election 
in 1994, DeHart squeezed by Livonia cop, Novak, by

Library tax 
supported 

To the editor: 

On Aug. 6, Sumpter Township 
residents will vote on whether or 
not to approve a tax increase of 
up to .7 mil to be used exclusive¬ 


ly for library services, books, 
programming, staffing, and 
building maintenance. This is a 
very important vote, as the out¬ 
come will affect all area library 
users. 

While The Fred C. Fischer Li¬ 
brary is centrally located in the 
City of Belleville, it actually be¬ 
longs to three communities. 
Sumpter Township, Van Buren 
Township, and the City of 
Belleville are partners in the 
Tri-Community Library Agree¬ 
ment, a legal documents which 
provides total funding for the li¬ 
brary. Each government entity 
pays a share based on library us¬ 
age for their respective commu¬ 
nities. Due to budget restraints, 
Sumpter Township will support 
the library in the 1996-1997 fiscal 
year with only $50,000. This is 
$22,000 short of Sumpter Town¬ 
ship’s projected share. To elimi¬ 
nate this shortfall, and insure 
full funding for the library over 
the next four years, Sumpter 
Township is asking its residents 
to decide the issue of library 
funding on a ballot question. If 
Sumpter Township is unable to 
pay its full share, the other Tri- 
Community Library Board mem¬ 
bers will be forced to cut their 
funding proportionally. This will 
result in a cut of over $80,000, 
which is approximately 25 per¬ 
cent of the library’s annual oper¬ 
ating budget. 

If the millage falls, the loss of 
library funding will result in the 
following cuts, affecting 
Sumpter, Belleville, and Van Bu¬ 
ren library users: 

1. Loss of one full-time and 


two part time staff positions. 

2. A 20-25 percent cut in ser¬ 
vice hours. 

3. A 50 percent cut in the new 
book and materials budget 

4. No inter-library loans for 
books outside our system. 

5. Loss of patron computer 
stations. 

6. Elimination of all Chil¬ 
dren’s Programming. 

7. Minimal building mainte¬ 
nance. 

It is also important to note 
that Sumpter, Van Buren, and 
Belleville residents are now 
able to utilize the Canton Public 
Library at no charge. If the mill- 
age fails, and our usage at the 
Canton Library increases dra¬ 
matically, The Canton Library 
may either eliminate or severely 
limit our borrowing privileges, 
or institute a fee for using their 
facility. These options were on 
the agenda at a recent Canton 
Public Library Board meeting, 
but a final decision was not 
made. 

What will .7 mil cost the aver¬ 
age taxpayer? The average home 
in Sumpter Township has an 
SEV of $45,000. This would result 
in a net increase of only $31.50 
per year to pay for the library, or 
9 cents per day! This is far less 
than the cost of a cup of coffee or 
a newspaper! 

Librarian Debra Green has 
proven to be a fiscally responsi¬ 
ble manager of taxpayer funds. 
The Fischer Library currently 
operates at LESS THAN 1/2 the 
dollars per capita of the state av-

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Protect yourself against bank account fraud

Checking account fraud, 
stemming horn stolen, lost or 
Counterfeit checks cost finan¬ 
cial institutions some $10 bil¬ 
lion a year, much of which is 
passed along to consumers in 
higher prices for goods and 
services, according to the 
Credit Union National Asso¬ 
ciation (CUNA). 

Battling account fraud is ev¬ 
erybody’s business. In fact, re¬ 
cently thousands of people, 
including many in Michigan 
have had money withdrawn 
from their checking accounts 
without their authorization. 
The Michigan Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s Office has received nu¬ 
merous complaints against 
magazine firms and the Fed¬ 
eral Trade Commission in 
Washington, D.C. issued warn¬ 
ings about scams and filed 
lawsuits against two magazine 
telemarketing ploys. 

Are you liable for losses if a 
thief writes a check on your ac¬ 
count? Usually not, but the law 
is uncertain in this area. Bank 
customers and credit union 
members are responsible for 
paying reasonable attention to 
their accounts and protecting 



them against misuses. In any 
case, it can take a long time 
and considerable trouble to 
clear up a problem involving 
your account. 

The good news is there are 
ways to protect yourself. For 
example, in cases where check 
fraud is the cause, check 
printers are adding new secu¬ 
rity features to their checks to 
discourage altering or counter¬ 
feiting of checks. Major check 
printers offer specially 
printed checks that are diffi¬ 
cult to photocopy, computer 
scan or chemically alter. But 
security features alone won’t 
deter or prevent all check 
fraud. 

Here are 10 additional ways 
to fight against account fraud: 

1) Reconcile your account 
statements each month and 
immediately notify your finan¬ 
cial institution of any sus¬ 
picious or unauthorized 


checks or withdrawals. 

2) Don’t have your Social Se¬ 
curity or driver’s license nu¬ 
mber imprinted on your 
checks. Combined with other 
information on the check, this 
could give a thief enough de¬ 
tails to apply for a loan, credit 
card or phoney bank account 
in your name. 

3) Notify your bank or credit 
union if you order checks and 
don’t receive them in a reason¬ 
able time period, or if checks 
are missing. 

4) Don’t leave blank spaces 
on the payee and amount lines. 
Write details as close together 
as possible, avoid abbrevia¬ 
tions and draw lines to fill any 
gaps. Otherwise, it’s easy to 
doctor your check. A check 
payable to IBM, for example, 
could be changed to read I.B. 
Mooney. 

5) Use dark ink, never light 
colors or pencil that can easily 
be erased or covered over. 

6) Don’t write your credit 
card number on a check to a 
merchant, even if the mer¬ 
chant asks for the information. 

7) Don’t make a check pay¬ 
able to “cash”. If lost or stolen, 
it can be cashed by anyone. 

8) Never endorse a check 
until you’re ready to cash or 


deposit it. Preferably, depos¬ 
ited checks should be en¬ 
dorsed “for deposit only” and 
your account number should 
be included. That way, if the 
check is stolen it can’t be 
cashed. 

9) Don’t just throw out can¬ 
celed checks, unused deposit 
slips, old bank statements or 
credit card and ATM receipts. 
Shred and destroy them as 
best you can. These items 
could be used by a thief to 
make new checks or to order 
them from a check printer. 

10) Never give out checking 
account information over the 
telephone unless you agree to 
pay for something and suspect 
fraud if a telemarketer says a 
checking account number is 
needed. 

If you suspect that you have 
been the victim of fraudulent 
activities or have been ap¬ 
proached by someone attempt¬ 
ing to deceive you, report it to 
your financial institution im¬ 
mediately. To report fraud you 
can call the Michigan Attorney 
General’s Office, consumer 
protection division at (517) 
373-1140, 8 a.m. to noon and 1 
p.m. to 5 p.m. weekdays. An au¬ 
tomated service is available at 
other times.

Unique art form eases job stress

A relaxing hobby that intro¬ 
duces individuals to the natu¬ 
ral growth of trees and plants 
can be found in the art of bon¬ 
sai. 

A Bonsai tree is gradually 
pruned or trained to be 
dwarfed into a smaller more 
delicate tree whose branches 
and roots can be designed to 
your liking. 

Nestled on busy Inkster 
Road in Westland is a small 
shop, The Bonsai House, that 
specializes in growing and 
selling Bonsai trees imported 
from China, Japan and Korea. 

According to owner Preeya 
Siy, her clientele includes doc¬ 
tors, lawyers and a large re¬ 
tired population who either 
have the money, patience or 
time to enjoy training a tree to 
grow as well as adding land¬ 
scapes and other plants to en¬ 
hance the beauty of the design. 


Siy says in particular, cus¬ 
tomers who find themselves 
wrapped up in a busy lifestyle 
tend to enjoy the art of bonsai 
as a method of relaxation and 
relief from stress. 

“We’ve even had schools, 
who have problems with trou¬ 
bled youth, come and buy 
some bonsai for them to con¬ 
centrate on and forget about 
distractions in their life,” said 
Siy. 

Siy, a native of China who 
has resided in the United 
States for the last 22 years, 
says she first saw her grand¬ 
father in China, care for and 
train Bonsai trees. Siy says it 
wasn’t until she came to the 
United States that she began 
the hobby of bonsai with one 
tree in her home. 

Today, Siy’s shop of eight 
years serves clientele from lo¬ 
cal areas to as far away an 
Ohio and Illinois. Prices for a 
bonsai, based on the maturity 
and age of the tree, can range 


from $4 to more than $1,000. 
The Bonsai House offers nov¬ 
ice and expert Bonsai trainers 
a host of tools, accessory art 
and plants, ceramic pots and 
instruction books on the art of 
bonsai. 

“A Bonsai tree can’t be 
cared for in one hour,” said 
Siy. “It takes months and years 
to gradually train the tree to 
your liking. It makes a great 
hobby that helps your forget 
about your troubles.” 

Bonsai tree’s can be fash¬ 
ioned from cactus’ to redwood 
maples overtime. Siy says cer¬ 
tain Bonsai are more suitable 
for in-door and outdoor cli¬ 
mates and can offer a number 
of ideas and suggests to suit 
your needs.

Who will prevail at the 1996 City Golf Championships? 

‘Young and hungry’ clash with the old avant garde in summer classic

The “young and the hungry” 
will clash with the old avant 
garde at high noon Saturday to 
determine who will survive a 
two-day, 36-hole invitational 
that will decide the 1996 City 
Golf Championships. 

The championships will be 
staged at The Woodlands of 
Van Buren, in Van Buren 
Township. 

“We have some young 
golfers, like Chris Tompkins, 
who last was among the first- 
round leaders and there are 
the old avant garde, like Bob 


Kosowski and Mark Morton 
who are out to continue their 
winning traditions - it should 
be an exciting championship,” 
said Jeff Rutter, assistant 
parks at recreation director 
for the city of Wayne. 

Rutter, Morton, Gary Clark 
and Woodland’s pro, Jim 
Mrozinski, are members of the 
tournament and rules commit¬ 
tee. 

Rutter pointed out that 
there are a few notables, such 
as the 1995 tournament champ, 
Claud Johnston, of Westland, 
and veteran golfer, Matt Wiley, 
of Canton Township, who have 
yet to be heard from - they 


were not in the field as of 
press time on Monday. 

“I haven’t heard from these 
people,” Rutter said. “If they 
are no- shows, this thing can be 
a wide open race.” 

Morton, a perennial winner 
in Wayne, has never won the 
invitational, although he has 
captured at least four city of 
Wayne titles. 

In the senior circuit, B. J. 
Harden, who strung together 
rounds of 77- 79 for a 36-hole 
total of 156, will be returning 
to defend his title. 

And so will Brenda Walker, 
the defending champ in the 


women’s division. 

“We presently have 60 
golfers signed up to play this 
year,” said Rutter, “but there 
have been some phone calls 
from people who said that they 
want in. I am waiting to see if 
their registration forms reach 
me before tee time.” 

Rutter added that the rules 
committee has agreed to ac¬ 
cept registration from compet¬ 
itors “right up to tee time on 
Saturday.” 

Incidentally, tee times for 
the first round of competition 
can be found in today’s sports 
section, Section B, Page B-2. 

The championships are set 


up to decide the city (and 
township) titles for the cities of 
Wayne, Westland, Romulus, 
Inkster, Garden City and Can¬ 
ton Township. The top five fin¬ 
ishers in the championship 
flights will qualify to play in 
the 1996 Michigan Parks and 
Recreation state champion¬ 
ships. The championships will 
be decided in September in 
Battle Creek. 

If a golfer qualifies to play 
in the state finals, they must 
provide proof of residency for 
the city that they will repre¬ 
sent. 

Trophies will be awarded to 
the top three finishers in each 


of the flights. Also, a trophy ; 
will be awarded the medalist [ ■ 
(low scorer) for the entire tour¬ 
nament. 

Wayne golfers will also be 
competing for the Patrolman 
Len Anderson Traveling Tro¬ 
phy, presented to the medalist 
of the Wayne championship 
flight.

Red Sox 
ends a 
perfect 
season

The Red Sox exploded 
for seven runs in the open¬ 
ing inning and went on to 
win a 8-3 decision from the 
Pirates to culminate the 
1996 Wayne Baseball Asso¬ 
ciation season with a per¬ 
fect 17-0 record and the 
Mustang Division champi¬ 
onship. 

It was Sox Manager Mark 
Odom’s first undefeated sea¬ 
son in six years and his first 
divisional championship. 

“The kids worked hard 
and played well all year,” 
said Odom after the team’s 
final victory. “We had great 
success because the entire 
group - the players, parents 
and the staff have been 
great.” 

The Red Sox jumped on a 
pair of Pirate pitchers as 


leadoff hitter Sean Rago 
sliced a single to start off 
the seven-run first. Then, 
Jerret Smith got aboard on 
an error and, with runners 
on first and second, Pirate 
pitcher Ben Johnson, got 
Tommy Grandowicz to 


ground out, moving both 
runners up. 

Darnell Smith then 
walked and when Nicholas 
Paniccia also walked, the 
Pirates were in trouble.

And it was the defense that lifted the 
Twisters to a 14-0 victory over visiting Clyde’s 
Panthers in the inaugural game of the semi- 
professional football season.

Bradford said that he was happy his staff 
managed to see the players under game condi¬ 
tions, and he believes that there is talent in the 
Twisters. 

“We have the athletes, now we must maxi¬ 
mize their capabilities.” 

The Twisters, made up of former high school 
and college stars from Western Wayne County, 
will attempt to make it 2-0 on Saturday (Aug. 3) 
when the North Coast Rebels from Vermilion, 
Ohio come to town.

Winning magic wears off 
for Westland’s champs

The magic of winning invitational softball 
tournaments apparently wore off for Westland’s 
Jimmie’s, which finished second-best on Sun¬ 
day in the heartland of Michigan to 
Indianapolis-bound Hartland. 

Westland entered the weekend National 
Softball Association’s Class A-B state tourna¬ 
ment with victories at the prestigious Patrol¬ 
man Len Anderson Memorial Tournament in 
Wayne and also with a victory the week before 
at the Kiracofe Invitational in Kalamazoo. 

But the travel-weary Westlanders couldn’t 
sustain the drive and dropped a 12-8 decision, 
the second of two losses to Hartland’s Raiders 
in the championship round Sunday and wound 
up with the runners-up trophy. 

“I felt we just ran out of gas,” said Larry 
Quartuccio, team manager whose club boasts 
three local sponsors - Jimmie’s/Grover’s/Critter 
Control. “We had our chances but couldn’t cap¬ 
italize on them.” 

Westland will get a two-week, needed rest 
before it travels to Sterling Heights where they 
will play in a USSSA tournament on Aug. 17. 

Quartuccio’s sluggers looked like they would 
dominate the tournament at Hartland. The 
clubbed Flint Memorial Park, 18-1, in an abbre¬ 
viated game called after five innings due to the 
mercy rule. Tom Lengyl blasted three hits, two of 
them going for the distance, and also drove in 
six runs.

But Roger Siedlik’s bases-loaded, inside the 
park, single drove two runs across that sent the 
teams packing. Siedlik finished the game with 
three for four, and teammate Scott Nastally 
laced four hits in five-at bats. 

For their third and final victory on Saturday, 
Westland also got a scare from Varsity Athletics 
which took Jimmie’s to the wire before tripping 
17-15. Although Westland never trailed in this 
one, they didn’t have much breathing room, ei¬ 
ther. 

Nastally did his part as he belted three hits 
in four at-bats. Siedlik and Tom Lengyl also 
checked in with three hits each. Chris Sheffler, 
former Glenn AlLArea performer in baseball 
and football, and Rick Wayne, also latched onto 
two hits and six RBIs between them. 

Managers drafted three Westland players for 
the All-Tournament Team. Lengyl, who finished 
the series with five homers, 13 RBIs, and an 
outstanding .615 batting average, along with 
Brian Donahue and Scott Janack were named 
to the All-Star roster. 

Janack finished the tournament with 10 RBIs 
and a .696 batting average, while Donahue swat¬ 
ted the ball around at a .522 pace and he also 
accounted for 10 RBIs.

Belleville’s Joe Davenport 
returned last week from a tour 
of Puerto Rico where he took 
part in the Roberto Clemente 
All-Stars national baseball 
program with a lot of memo¬ 
ries and his team’s MVP

The 17-year-old Belleville 
High junior returned home 
from the island noted for its 
warm hospitality and torrid 
baseball competition after ex¬ 
periencing the kind of intense 
international competition usu¬ 
ally reserved for Olympic ath¬ 
letes. 

Davenport met his team¬ 
mate in San Juan on June 24 
for a rigorous two- day training 
camp that included clinics 
with top college coaches and 
former minor leaguers.

And despite the stiff compe¬ 
tition from Puerto Rico teams 
whose alumni include Roberto 
Alomar, Ivan Rodriguez, and 
Carlos Baerga, his team man¬ 
aged a respectable 3-6 overall 
record. 

Games were played 
throughout the island’s small 
mountain villages, sparkling 
seaside towns, and in a 14,000 
seat astro-turf professional 
winter ball stadium. 

During the trip, Davenport 
pitched two complete games in

qualified for unsportsmanlike 
conduct three or more times in 
a season, from participating in 
the post-season MHSAA tour¬ 
nament in that sport. 

If the second or third ejec¬ 
tion for each respective party 
occurs during the MHSAA 
tournament, that coach would 
be ineligible for the remain¬ 
der of the tournament. In or¬ 
der for a school to enter or 
continue in an MHSAA tourna¬ 
ment under those circum¬ 
stances, it would have to agree 
to prohibit such coaches and 
players from being present on 
the property of the tournament 
venue.

Location has worked well 
for the Fellows Creek Golf 
Course, which is easily access¬ 
ible at 1-275 and Michigan Ave¬ 
nue. 

“Golfers nowadays want to 
try different courses, and our 
location off the highway makes 
it attractive to many,” says Di¬ 
rector of Golf, Steve Mato. 
“We’re finding more and more 
golfers who are traveling short 
and long distances to be chal¬ 
lenged by the game.” 

And the same can be said 
for Canton’s newest public 
course, Pheasant Run, which 
is owned and operated by the 
township right in the middle of 
new subdivisions which are 
sporting half-million-dollar 
homes. 

“We’re also seeing people 
come from other parts of Mich¬ 
igan and Ohio to play Pheasant 
Run,” head pro David Horst¬ 
man tells the Eagle. “As people 
play and enjoy a course, word 
of mouth goes a long way. The 
response to Pheasant Run has 
been tremendous, which helps 
all courses in the area.” 

Michigan has more golf 
courses than any other state in 
the nation with more than 600 
and despite the growing nu¬ 
mber no one believes we have 
hit the saturation point yet. 

“The sport is growing with 
more children, women and 
men getting involved,” says 
Fellow Creek’s Mato. 

“Except for some slow times 
during the day in which we’re 
all fighting for players, almost 
all other tee times are filled. 
Weekends take care of them¬ 
selves, there are enough 
players for all courses. And 
most of us have afternoon 
leagues for the after work 
crowd. It’s sometimes hard to 
get a tee time after a long, hard 
day if you don’t belong to a 
league.” 

Horstman of Pheasant Run 
adds, “I’ve been a head pro for 
17 years and each year I see 
growing participating by all 
age groups. And we’re seeing 
more beginners in the game. 
Let’s face it, many business 
deals are done on the golf 
course. And many people need 
and want to know how to golf 
because their neighbors are 
doing it for leisure.” 

Speer, who runs Hickory 
Creek for his father who has 
long wanted to own a golf 
course, agrees.

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“I don’t see the saturation 
point yet. But we’re not wor¬ 
ried bout it. Each course has to 
take care of it’s own, and if we 
do our job serving our cus¬ 
tomers we won’t have to worry 
if and when that day comes.” 

Tat theory is shared by Mato 
and Horstman. 

‘‘Running a public golf 
course is like running a retail 
establishment. We’re all fight¬ 
ing for the entertainment dol¬ 
lar, and if you don’t treat your 
customer well he or she won’t 
be back”, says Mato. 

Horstman adds, “Word of 
mouth has certainly helped 
Pheasant Run. It’s a people 
business. We all have a unique 
18 holes to offer, however 
we’re all after the same dispos¬ 
able income.” 

When Canton Township de¬ 
veloped Pheasant Run, it went 
straight to the top...hiring Ar¬ 
thur Hills, a world-renown golf 
course architect. A few years 
ago Hills had the honor deve¬ 
loping courses which were 
voted as the best public and 
private playing facilities, both 
in the same year. 

Pheasant Run may be 
headed for the same distinc¬ 
tion, as it’s one of seven 
courses nationwide to be nom¬ 
inated for best new public golf 
course by Golf Digest. 

“Thus far we have received 
favorable comments and re¬ 
views by 7 golfers who rate 
courses for Golf Digest. We 
need three more reviews and 
then we’ll see what happens,” 
said Horstman. 

“This course is really 
unique,” Horstman proudly 
says of the 216 acre course 
which opened last summer, 
“the front nine takes you 
through both residential sub¬ 
divisions and wetlands areas, 
with the back nine mostly 
woods and wetlands. As the 
course matures in another 
three to four years, it will truly 
become a golfer’s paradise.” 

“I love this course” is how 
62-year-old Ed Grady of Canton 
describes Pheasant Run. 
“There are many oppor¬ 
tunities for both the novice 
and serious golfer to enjoy this 



course. If you’re a new golfer 
you don’t have to face all the 
difficult positions on the 
course. But at the same time, if 
you’re a good golfer it can be 
challenging. This course has 
the best fairways of any of the 
public courses I’ve played.” 

Grady tells the Eagle he’s 
played all of Fellows Creek’s 
27- holes (which he calls chal¬ 
lenging) and Hickory Creek 
(not a hard course, needs to 
mature) and gives thumbs-up 
for both. 

Without even being asked, 
Grady mentions the service he 
receives at all three courses. 

“Service has always been 
excellent at the courses 
around Canton, which is why I 
keep coming back. I had a bad 
experience at a golf course in 
Plymouth, and while it was a 
challenging and fun course, I 
haven’t been back since.” 

Canton resident Dennis 
Santillan says Pheasant Run is 
a beautiful course, one of the 
best in the area. 

“It’s challenging and fun. 
The white tees are easier, the 
blue tees are tough.” 

Santillan is also a frequent 
visitor to Fellows Creek and 


David Horstman 

Hickory Creek. While he en¬ 
joys both, he jokes “both aren’t 
in the same league, but then 
again price-wise neither 
course is either.” 

Playing at Pheasant Run 
can run as high as $49 for 18- 
holes, with special resident, 
weekday and twilight fees as 
low as $27. All golfers must 
take a cart. Fellows Creek’s 
highest greens fee is $37 with 
cart on the weekends. If you 
prefer walking the rate during 
the week drops to $22.50 and at 
Hickory Creek, $35 will get you 
18-holes and a cart on week¬ 
ends. The weekday walking 
rate is only $18. 

Most golfers say they use the 
game to relax and enjoy being 
with friends. But for most of us 
hacks it can really be frustrat¬ 
ing hitting a bad drive off the 
tea, shanking the easy wedge 
to the green or three-putting. 

But maybe the art of chasing 
the little white ball and hitting 
it into a cup is therapeutic af¬ 
ter all. 

As Santillan smiles and 
notes, “It relieves stress, and 
certainly is cheaper than see¬ 
ing a psychiatrist.”
